On Sunday, August 19, we had our 
annual home-coming here at _ the 
Church of God in Clinton, S. C. This 
was a wonderful day, not only because 
it was our home-coming day, but, 
especially so, because it was a day set 
apart for the dedication of our new 
church building which is shown on 
the front cover. It was our delight to 
have as guest speaker for the morn- 
ing and afternoon services Rev. J. D. 
Bright, Editor-in-Chief of Church 
Publications. Brother Bright delivered 
the dedicatory message in the after- 
noon service, which was well attend- 
ed. We were greatly delighted to have 
with us a number of former pastors in 
the persons of Rev. R. G. Looney, R. H. 
Gause, Henry Brewer, Charlie Wil- 
liamson, and C. N. Sproles. We were 
also delighted to have other visiting 
ministers with us. 

A special offering in cash and 
pledges on this day amounted to over 
$500, which indeed made us very 
happy. Our first step in building this 
new church was to turn the old church 
crosswise on the lot, which gives the 
building the T shape. Then we cut it 
into 6 Sunday School rooms, 2 rest 
rooms, the church office, pastor’s 
study, and baptistry. The auditorium 
is new throughout and is 38 by 50 feet. 
It is brick-veneered, with an asbestos 
Shingle roof. The pews are factory- 
made, light oak. We have a Baby 
Grand p ano, carpeted floors, and a 
Butane a heating plant. The build- 
ing is appraised at more than $25,000, 
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but its actual cost of building was 
about $13,000. Of course, its furnish- 
ings and all amounted to about 
$18,000. The good part of it is, we only 
owe $7,000, and of this amount the 
Clinton Mill Company will pay one 
half. The company has already given 
us a total of $5,757.47. No pastor and 
membership of the Church of God in 
any mill community could be treated 
better than we are. They appreciate 
what we are doing for God in this 
community, and we appreciate the 
support they are giving to us in our 
efforts. 

One year ago we had 53 members. 
God has graciously blessed us with an 
addition of 75 members. Our Sunday 
School has doubled; our Y.P.E. has 
tripled; the amount of tithes paid in 
has doubled; and we have broken all 
records in our Sunday School and 
Y.P.E. work. We thank God whole- 
heartedly for the success He is causing 
us to realize here, and we especially 
appreciate the spiritual blessings He 
is bestowing upon us. Recently, we 
closed another good revival, with Rev. 
Otis Mote doing the preaching.—A 
happy pastor, J. B. Cole.

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EDITORIAL... 


WHY CHRISTIANS DO NOT SWEAR 


First of all, simply because it is foreign to a Christian’s 
nature, and God’s Word forbids it. In James 5:12 we read, 
“Above all things, swear not.” Again, in Jer. 23:10, we read, 

“« |. because of swearing the land mourneth...” What a 
picture of the United States of America! Then again, “The 

Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh his name in 

in,” Exod. 20:7. Therefore, the swearer must know that 
® is forbidden to swear; that his swearing helps to hang 
national crepe; and that he will assuredly be brought into 
judgment as one of the most unjustifiable culprits to ever 
stand before God. The Christian does not swear, because 
out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh, 
and his heart holds a different kind of vocabulary—words 
of blessings only are there. While out of a sinful heart 
there proceeds the satanic lexicon swearing, meaning, 
in a general sense, profanity, blackguard, obscene lan- 
guage, even blasphemy against God. One should remem- 
ber that “by thy words thou shalt be justified, and by thy 
words thou shalt be condemned,” Matt. 12:37. Swearing 
is unchristian because the indulger calls upon God to 
damn his soul, or damn the soul of a neighbor, or an 
enemy, or, as for that, anyone who has displeased him. In 
fact, some have become so violent that they actually called 
on God to damn their own children. It simply means that 
if a person could have their wish while under such an 
evil passion and -verbal outburst, the parties under their 
vindictiveness would be doomed to a never-ending hell. 

The Christian will not engage in swearing because 
Que would place him in an offending relationship 

ith God. A Christian is open-faced, with a clear con- 

science and pure heart, and desires to see God, while the 
swearer does not want to see God, for when he swears he 
says, in substance, “I defy God, my Maker; I will insult 
Him to His face; I will trample upon His name.” And to 
add to this infamy he calls on God to witness his deed. 
But God says, “Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lord thy God in vain; for God will not hold him guiltless 
that taketh his name in vain,” Exod. 20:7. 

The Christian is careful so as to avoid insulting his fel- 
low man even in small matters, despite the fact that men 
can only take our lives. But the swearer so offends God 
that He will cast him soul and body into hell, as we are 
told in Matt. 10:28. The Christian knows that God is jus- 
tified in doing, in a moment, as He has often done; that 
is, striking the profane swearer dead with the oath upon 
his lips. Swearing is really a means of contending with 
God and insulting Him with profane oaths. What could 
be more foolish and extremely wicked! 

Again, Christians do not swear, for they remember that 
Jesus said, “Ye shall be witnesses unto me”; and again, 
“Ye are the salt of the earth and the light of the world. 

t your light so shine before men that they may see 

ur good works and glorify your Father which is in heav- 
en.” Paul says of a Christian’s conversation, that it is in 
heaven; that is, it is of a heavenly nature. Therefore, 


there is not the slightest semblance of swearing about it. 
The swearer dishonors God publicly by profaning God’s 
name in the hearing of others, thereby showing disre- 
spect and irreverence for His holy name. Not only that, 
but the swearer teaches others, even his own children, 
hat it is a small matter to take God’s name in vain. 
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Harsh, but it is true, the swearer’s tongue is set on fire of 
hell. His indulgence in such verbal sin opens the door to, 
and, at the same time, is the promoter of other gross sins. 
In fact, the swearer is one who seems anxious to serve 
the devil in any possibe way to dishonor God. Swearing 
is not the language of heaven; therefore, it is the lan- 
guage of hell, and, thank God, such language is heard 
only on earth and in hell. It is imposed upon our hearing 
as Christians here, but thank God, we will not hear it in 
heaven. There we expect to be with those whose conver- 
sation we are getting acquainted with here since Jesus 
Christ gave us a new mind, new things to think about, 
and a new tongue with which to talk about them. If the 
swearer could only realize that his tongue, which today 
insults God, may on tomorrow be crying out in hell for 
a drop of water to cool it from the tormenting flame of 
God’s wrath, surely he would cease his swearing (see Luke 
16:24). 

By no manner of yardstick can swearing be construed 
to be of benefit to anyone. It does not make one wiser, 
braver, more gentlemanly or ladylike, or more trust- 
worthy; yet, some seem to be especially delighted with the 
credit of being able to “curse like a sailor.” Let me say, 
emphatically, that regardless of what the nature of one’s 
work or profession may be, swearing is a liability and not 
an asset to him. In stealing, a person may satisfy his 
hunger; in lying, a person may hope to gain by deceiv- 
ing another; in overeating or drinking, the glutton or 
drunkard gratifies his appetite; but what gratification can 
there be to any man in swearing or cursing? One of the 
most horrifying experiences of my childhood days was in 
hearing an old bewhiskered-face man curse as if by note. 
It seemed that every other word that rolled off his tongue 
was an oath. A fellow minister and I had quite an experi- 
ence with an habitual swearer that was expert, as some 
say, at saying his A, B, C’s back and forth. We were on 
our way to an evening service, and this man’s car was 
stuck in a mudhole and out of gas, in a narrow place 
where we could not pass him. When we asked if we could 
help him, he looked us over and then queried, “Are you- 
‘uns preachers?” And we said, “Yes, holiness preachers.” 
Then he said, “Bless God Almighty. You know, I once was 
a holiness preacher. I have preached the Bible a many a 
time from Generations to Revolutions.” I have long since 
learned how to stop swearing around me, and that is by 
saying, “Praise the Lord,” “Thank God,” or start a discus- 
sion on the Bible. I think this is a perfectly legitimate de- 
fense for any Christian to put up. 

Concerning the swearer, a venerable writer said, “Most 
sinners serve the devil for pay, but swearers serve the 
devil gratis, whom he rewards by dragging them down to 
hell.” It is quite customary for the swearer to say, when 
reproved for his sin, that he doesn’t mean anything by it, 
that it is a habit which he has acquired, and he does it 
without thinking! But, if this were possible, the question 
is, Will God permit a man to plead as an excuse for such 
an insulting sin that he has got into such a habit of dis- 
honoring God’s name he now does it without thinking? 

The only hope for the swearer is to break off from sin 
and turn unto God with genuine godly sorrow and 
repentance, and God will, for Christ’s sake, have mercy 
and forgive. David said, “I will take heed unto my ways 
that I sin not with my tongue,” Psalm 39:1. Swearer, 
will you do the same? Be born again, and you will be a 
new creature and speak with a new tongue. 
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Clotdlian Leadership

Scripture Lesson: Exod. 3:1-16 


The subject of Christian leadership 
is one that has been foremost in the 
mind and voice of the church even 
from the beginning until this hour. It 
is a subject that has become quite 
debatable, although it should not be, 
for in the Word of God is found every- 
thing that is necessary to a success- 
ful leadership. But because of the 
many different ideas concerning re- 
ligion, the subject of leadership has 
about passed the stage of mere debate, 
and has become a controversial sub- 
ject. 

The great figure of leadership in 
the pre-church age’ is found in the 
man Moses. He has ever been set forth 
as the “great leader,” and it would be- 
hoove us to find the secret of his suc- 
cess in leadership. This is found in the 
first three chapters of Exodus. 

First, he had a great heritage. Let no 
one tell you that heritage does not 
count, for it does. The father and the 
mother of Moses were God-fearing 
people; not only God-fearing, but 
God-loving people. Then, they were 
God-trusting people, and while they 
knew only too well the edict that had 
gone forth from the Government to 
slay every male child born to the Is- 
raelites, they saw that Moses was a 
proper child, and Paul said in Heb. 
11:23, “They were not afraid of the 
king’s commandments.” There is no 
doubt but what God had revealed to 
Jochebed, his mother, that Moses 
would be Israel’s deliverer, and she 
had confidence enough in God to be- 
lieve he would, in some way, protect 
His own. Through this faith and con- 
fidence she had the happy privilege of 
seeing her son delivered not only from 
death, but back to her mother arms; 
and through the formative years of 
his life she instilled loyalty to God 
and God’s people in his little heart 
until he never got away from it. 

This was the first step in, or lesson 
in, Christian leadership. God help the 
mothers of today to get this lesson. 
He learned the lesson so well that 
when he came to years he made the 
great choice of his life, and that was 
to suffer affliction with the people of 
God rather than enjoy the pleasures 
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of sin for a season. Our hearts are 
made to ache when we see men and 
women, who have all the qualifica- 
tions for Christian leadership, and 
should be leading souls to the Lamb 
of God that taketh away the sin of 
the world, so often not only refusing 
to serve the Master, but are absolutely 
opposed to Him and His cause. With 
this fact facing us, we should put 
forth every effort to develop leader- 
ship in the home first, then in Sunday 
School and church. 


Second, Moses was willing to be ied 
of God. I am afraid there will be many 
people who will have to apologize to 
Moses for some of the things they 
have said about his excuses when God 
spoke to him from the bush; and they 
will, no doubt, wish they had first 
asked themselves, “What would I have 
done if I had been placed in the same 
place and condition in which Moses 
found himself?” When one looks 
closely, one finds that Moses never for 
one minute drew back, but seemed 
only to be trying to get the matter 
straightened out as to what the plan 
was, and what part he played in the 
plan. 

Moses saw a bush burning, but, 
strange to say, it was not consumed. 
His attention was attracted, and he 
started to investigate. It is a good 
thing to investigate anything that 
looks like religion or religious work be- 
fore plunging into it. It was the great 
apostle Paul who said, “Prove all 
things; hold fast that which is good,” 
1 Thess. 5:21. As soon as Moses 
reached the bush, God let him under- 
stand he was in His presence and 
standing on-holy ground. Oh, so often 
we let holy things become common- 
place, and fail to recognize God. In so 
doing we grieve the blessed Spirit of 
God. When we recognize the presence 
of God, we are able to hear His voice, 
and not before. The reason we fail to 
hear the voice of God is because we 
make so much noise ourselves we can- 
not hear His voice. 

Elijah only heard God in a “still 
small voice.” When the Master de- 
clared to the disciples that one would 
betray Him, they began to ask, “Is it 
I?” There was one disciple that lay

with his head on the bosom of the 
Christ, and Peter whispered to him 
and said, “You ask Him.” And, no 
doubt, that beloved disciple drew the 
head of Jesus down and whispered, 
“Who is it, Lord?” And I think He 
answered back in a whisper, “It is 
the one who dips with me in the sop.” 
I believe Judas would have suffer 
his hand to be cut off before he woul 
have acknowledged his intentions at 
that time. But the lesson we get is 
that it is only those who live the close 
devoted life that hear the voice of 
God. For instance, as soon as God 
spoke, Moses listened. That is a great 
trait in any person—listen when God 
speaks. After that Moses seemed to 
have only one real motive in life, and 
that was to find the mind of God. 
Let’s be sure we have that same trait. 
Remember, we are very frail ‘beings, 
and if left to ourselves, we shall fail 
miserably. 

One day while thinking along this 
line, this poem came to mind and I 
wrote as it came: 


I fear for the future if left to myself; 
I know I must fail at my best. 
I am weak and so helpless and feel so 
alone, 
Unless in my Saviour I rest. 
So when I am tested and tempted 
sin, 
To Him who can help me I fly; 
And there I find safety from tempest 
and storm, 
In the Rock that is higher than I. 


The first thing God made clear to 


Moses was that Pharaoh would not 
believe him. When we enter into God’s

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A LOOK AT YESTERYEARS

Brother Prince was born May 11, 
1876, in Cleveland, Tenn. His father 
died when he was only ten years old, 


rear on a poor farm. A year after 
is father died, he was hired out to 
work for a farmer at $5.00 a month. 
He says, “I remember one Saturday 
evening the man told me if I would 
hoe out a potato patch, I could go 
home. My, how I worked! That’s what 
I am doing today, hurrying to finish 
my work so I can go to my heavenly 
home. 

“T went to a Baptist Sunday School, 
and I learned to read in the blue- 
back Webster Speller. One Sunday 
morning while I was at Sunday School, 
an old gentleman placed his hand on 
my head and said, ‘God bless you, my 
boy!’ How that stirred my heart! At 
the age of twenty-five, I was saved 
and united with the Missionary Bap- 
tist Church at Cedar Springs, ten 
miles east of Cleveland, Tenn. That 
same year I married Mary Harrold. 
There were born to our union eight 
children, four boys and four girls. Four 
have gone on to glory, and so has my 
good wife.” 

Brother Prince recalls that in 1911 

v. F. J. Lee was conducting a revival 

the old Hammond Tree church, and 
he was sanctified. This was the second 
holiness service he was ever in. He 
said he thought his mother, brothers, 
and sisters would all be proud of him, 
but they were all against him. “My 
mother told me that people said the 
holiness people were running them 
crazy. She said, ‘You have just got 
revived.’ I told her I had something I 
never had before. I was working at 
the sawmill, and every time the mill 
would stop they would make fun of 
holiness. They would all look at me 
and laugh and say that holiness peo- 
ple ought to be tarred, feathered, and 
set on fire. I quit the sawmill, and one 
morning early I picked up an old tow 
sack and went to the cotton patch to 
ene cotton. I could hear the little 

irds singing. How sweet they sound- 
ed! But oh, how I did want the Holy 
Ghost. I got down on my knees in the 
cotton patch and said, ‘Lord, if the 
Holy Ghost is for me, give Him to me.’ 
Finally, I got that little ‘if’ out of the 
way, and said, ‘Lord, I know the Holy 
Ghost is for me.’ Then I received the 
Holy Ghost. I never picked a boll of 
otton that morning. My wife was 
ajting dinner on me, and said, ‘What

@:: you so long?’ Of course, I told 


her I had received the Holy Ghost. 


“Our first experience in divine heal- 
ing was with our little girl. She was 
five years old. She took sick with a 
swollen chest. She was sick five weeks. 
We called Dr. Sullivan of Cleveland, 
and he said, ‘She may live till morn- 
ing.’ All over the house you could hear 
her struggling for breath. I went out 
o pray for her. I asked the Lord to 
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take me and spare her. The thought 
came to me that I would have to give 
her up, and I said, ‘Lord, thy will be 
done.’ Then the Holy Ghost began to 
speak through me. I returned to the 
house, and my wife met me in the 
door and asked what I thought about 
Pearlie. I said, ‘I believe she’s going 
to get well.’ She said, ‘I don’t see 
what sign you see.’ I went on around 
the house whistling, for I had the vic- 
tory. But I could still hear her strug- 
gling—that was about sundown. Soon 
She stopped yr be gn and the peo- 
ple gathered about the bed and said, 
‘She is dying.’ They looked around at 
me, and I said, ‘I believe she is going 
to get well.’ But they looked as if they 
thought I were crazy, and said, ‘She

is dying.’ She lived through the night, 
and we took her up the next morning 
and gave her breakfast. Thank the 
Lord, she is still living and has the 
Holy Ghost.” 

Sister Prince received the Holy 
Ghost the same year Brother Prince 
did, and in 1911 they united with the 
Church of God at Kinser’s Tabernacle, 
Tenn. Rev. T. L. McLain and Rev. W. F. 
Bryant received them into the church. 
The Lord called him to preach in 1913, 
and his first revival was at Mineral 
Ridge, Tenn. Several were saved and 
sanctified, and thirteen received the 
Holy Ghost. “All I received in finance 
for that two weeks’ revival was a little 
rooster, but how proud I was of that 
chicken! I went to Kentucky, during 
World War I, to pastor some churches. 
I was moved into a little old delapi- 
dated house that leaked. The floor was 
so cupped up until a chair would 
hardly sit on it. I got sick and wasn’t 
able to preach much. The members 
paid tithes after they paid their gro- 


cery bills and house rent, and, of 
course, there wasn’t much left for me. 
One morning my wife said, ‘What are 
we going to do for something to eat? 
All we have is on the table except two 
or three handsful of meal.’ I said, ‘We 
will have to look to the Lord.’ About 
eleven o’clock a crowd of people came 
loaded with groceries of all kinds, and 
gave us $2.25 in money besides. So our 
needs were supplied. During this time 
one of our children died. 

“From there we went to another 
part of Kentucky and set a church in 
order. Then we moved back to Cleve- 
land, Tenn., and I conducted a revivai 
at Mt. Olive, where several prayed 
through. Then we moved to Union 
Grove, Tenn., and conducted another 
revival. Several prayed through there. 
At the close of World War I, I became 
sick. My tongue swelled up as large 
as two, and they said it was black- 
tongue fever. I was in this condition 
for six weeks, but I trusted the Lord 
for healing. The last week of the six, 
I felt death on me. My wife had a 
tablet on the bed where I could write 
what I wanted. I wrote her that I 
didn’t believe I was going to live much 
longer. Rev. Will Bla@k was there and 
he went to the phone and called the 
Evangel office, and the saints came 
and prayed for me. I was able to 
breath only as they fanned me. My 
wife and little children were crying. 
I was too sick to have faith, but all 
at once the power of God struck me, 
and I began to dance on my knees in 
the bed. Every pain was gone, yet I 
couldn’t speak. I went to sleep that 
night and slept like a baby. The next 
morning I heard my wife in the kitch- 
en singing; the power of God struck 
me, and I was healed instantly. My 
tongue flipped loose, and I called her 
to the top of my voice as I praised 
the Lord. 

“After my sick spell, I worked in 
the Publishing House for five month’. 
I could stand it no longer—I had to 
get back into the ministry. I went to 
Harriman, Tenn., for a revival, and 
twenty-five received the Holy Ghost. 
In 1925 I was evangelizing and went 
over to Middle Tennessee, to Buffalo 
Valley, where some Methodist people 
wanted me to conduct a revival in 
their church. The presiding elder, 
however, refused to let us have the 
meeting, so the members built a brush 
arbor, and during the meeting I set 
a church in order with twenty mem- 
bers. The choir leader and most of the 
choir of the Methodist Church joined. 
They named the church Prince’s 
Chapel, after me. I had a baptizing 
at this place, and there were hun- 
dreds of people there. One man, a 
holiness fighter, said he was going to 
take his boat down to the river, and 
the first “holy roller” that had a fit 
and fell in, he would just let him 
drown; but if any of their children 
had a fit and fell in, he would get 
them out. His little girl was there, and 
she actually had a fit and fell in the 
river, and he had to get her out. The 
people said this child was never known 
to have had a fit before. He found it 
was a dangerous thing to make fun of 
God’s children.

After service the other night, 
one of our young ladies came to me 
and said she was giving $50 toward a 
new church, and that she and an- 
other party were going to try to raise 
enough for another church. So, if 
plans all work out, Norfolk Church 
will build four churches in Jamaica. 

Our folk are happily 
responding to the clothing drive.”

TWO DAYS BEFORE THE HURRI- 
CANE STRUCK JAMAICA 


A. W. Brummett, overseer of Ja- 
maica, writes these words August 15, 


“Dear Brother Walker: I am writing 
to inform you that we have had two 
new churches organized since coming 
here. Each church was organized with 
17 charter members. The Lord is bless- 
ing with several good revivals, and the 
building program is moving along 
good, with several new churches un- 
der construction. I am urging the peo- 
ple to do all they can themselves... . 
I have been writing to some of my 
friends back in the States and have 
some used clothing coming. This will 
help considerably as many are pre- 
vented from coming to church for 
want of clothing.” 

Then two days later the hurricane 
struck, and what a devastation and 
destruction lay in its course! Now 
hundreds of families have literally 
nothing left. Their crops are gone, 
their clothing gone, with the excep- 
tion of what they had on. The over- 
seer’s wife in St. Thomas Parish was 
killed. during the hurricane.and he 
lost everything. They had no clothing. 
Their way was blocked and they could 
not go to town. Consequently, they 
took old pieces of lumber and timber 
and made a box for her and buried 
her in her only dress, the one she had 
on when killed. The latest report is 
62 churches damaged and 42 blown 
away entirely. We give below the list 
of churches and approximate cost of 
repairing them. Will you or your Sun- 
day School or Y.P.E. take over one of 
these projects?

We have had some very good 
services at Gabela, and they want a 
church and school as soon as possible. 
In fact, a building has already been 
offered for the services, and one of 
the young men who was from up there 
is conducting the services when 
Brother Martins cannot be with them. 
Numbers of other places are calling.” 

This is ores news, and I 
trust you will continue to pray for 
Angola, for the responsibility is great. 

Rev. and Mrs. T. D. Mooneyham and 
daughters sailed Friday, September 21, 
1951, for Portugal, to study.the lan- 
guage, and from there they will go 
on to Angola to serve as missionaries 
for the next five years.

and Their Mission in the New Testament 


By Rev. Floyd A. Boger, Pastor, Fayetteville, N. C. 


Text: Heb. 1:6, 7, “And again, when 
he bringeth in the firstbegotten into 
the world, he saith, And let all the 
angels of God worship him. And of 
the angels he saith, Who maketh his 
angels spirits, and his ministers a 
flame of fire.” 

God used angels throughout the 
Bible, and still does. In Heb. 1:14, we 
read, “Are they not all ministering 
spirits, sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of salvation?” 
Did you ministers ever have an angel 
lead you, talk to you, overshadow you, 
protect you, bless you? 

Mount Sion has an innumerable 
company of angels for this purpose, 
according to Heb. 12:22, which reads, 
“But ye are come unto mount Sion, 
and unto the city of the living God, 
the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an 
innumerable company of angels.” 

In Luke 1:11, God sent an angel to 
Zacharias to tell him his wife would 
have a son and told him what to name 
him. John became the forerunner of 
Jesus. 

Have you ever had God to speak to 
you in such a definite manner that 
it seemed He was right by you? No 
doubt, the voice is from an invisible 
angel right from God. 

Luke says that Gabriel the angel 
came to Mary and explained the great 
plan of God, how the Son of God 
would be born, and what His name 
would be. Then, too, you -remember 
that God sent an angel to Joseph tell- 
ing him not to fear to take Mary for 
his wife, because “that which was 
conceived by her was of the Holy 
Ghost,” Matt. 1:20. God also an- 
nounced the birth of His Son to the 
shepherds by a host of angels, one 
doing the talking while others praised 
God. Again we read how God pro- 
tected Jesus by an angel who said to 
Joseph, “Take the young child to 
Egypt,” Matt. 2:13. 

When Jesus was fasting and pray- 
ing and going through the greatest 
of temptations, the devil left Him, 
then God sent angels to minister unto 
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Him (Matt. 4:11). He did the same for 
His Son in the Garden of Gethsemane 
when His sweat was as drops of blood. 
If we are in God’s will, and are in 
trouble, He will help us if He has to 
dispatch angels from heaven. 

When Jesus was betrayed and ar- 
rested, He said, “Thinkest thou that I 
cannot now pray to my Father, and 
he shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of angels?” Matt. 26:53. 
Angels encamp about them that fear 
the Lord. 

When Jesus was in the tomb and 
the disciples were scattered, it looked 
as if His ministry and plans were de- 
feated. Even while His enemies were 
rejoicing, God sent His angels down 
to Joseph’s tomb, where the body of 
Jesus lay, and rolled back the stone. 
Then they sat upon it and said to the 
women, “He is not here: for he is 
risen,” Matt. 28:6. Thank the Lord! 
If He had not risen, our faith would 
be in vain. 

Jesus was with them for forty days, 
then one day He led His disciples out 
to Bethany and told them what to do. 
A cloud overshadowed Him, and He 
ascended to heaven. Then two men 
(angels) stood by them in white ap- 
parel, and said, “Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so come 
in like manner as ye have seen him go 
into heaven.” Simon Peter said, “Jesus 
Christ who is gone into heaven, and 
is on the right hand of God; angels 
and authorities and powers being 
made subject unto him,” 1 Peter 3:22. 

Simon Peter and the apostles were 
put in jail for preaching the Word, but 
God from heaven sent an angel which 
opened the doors by night and sent 
them on their way preaching. 

Then we find that the angels and 
the Holy Ghost work together. For 
instance, in Acts 8:26-40, the angel of 
the Lord spoke unto Philip and told 
him to go unto Gaza (desert). He 
went, and then the Spirit said to 
Philip, “Go near and join thyself to 


the chariot.” In Acts 10:2 we have 
record of a devout man, Cornelius, 
who feared God, gave much alms, and 
prayed always. God heard his prayer 
and sent an angel down to tell him 
what to do. The angel said, “Send to 
Simon the tanner at Joppa, and call 
for Simon Peter and he will tell you 
what to do.” His whole household was 
saved and received the Holy Ghost. 

Again, in Acts 12:7, we read about 
Peter in prison. James had been killed, 
and they were guarding Peter with 
four quaternions (sixteen soldiers). 
The church at Mary Mark’s house be- 
came so burdened that it prayed 
through, and God sent an angel down 
to the prison. Thank God! The angel 
smote Peter on the side and raised 
him up. The chains fell from his hands, 
and the angel said, “Dress and follow 
me.” And he led him through the 
big iron gate. Then the angel depart- 
ed, and Peter went on his way. 

Turning to Acts 27:23, we read how, 
when Paul was being taken to Rome 
for trial, a great storm hit them and 
lasted for days. There were 75 other 
men on board. But Paul knew God, 
and he prayed through. God in heaven 
sent an angel that said to Paul, “Fear 
not, Paul. Thou must be brought be- 
fore Caesar; and lo, God hath given 
all the men into your hands. None will 
be lost.” And it happened as the angel 
said. 

Jesus will bring angels with Him 
when He comes in the rapture. Won’t 
that be a glorious vacation with God, 
Jesus, and the angels! And God will 
continue to use angels after the rap- 
ture and resurrection. Rev. 5:2, “And 
I saw a strong angel proclaiming with 
a loud voice, Who is worthy to open 
the book, and to loose the seals there- 
of?” Again, in Rev. 8:2, “And I saw 
the seven angels which stood before 
God; and to them were given seven 
trumpets.” Angels will help Jesus as 
the seven seals are opened. We read 
in Rev. 14:6-9 of an angel flying 
through the heavens having the ever-

SIX RACIAL DIVISIONS MADE 
FROM BLOOD, YET THE BIBLE 
SAYS “ALL OF ONE BLOOD” 


BOSTON DOCTOR ESTABLISHES 
RACES ON CONTROLLED 
HEREDITY FACTORS 


WASHINGTON—A new classifica- 
tion of mankind into six primary races 
has just been published through the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science here by Dr. 
William C. Boyd, of the Boston Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 

It is based on blood groups which 
are controlled rather strictly by 
heredity, and discards altogether such 
supposedly superficial and changeable 
characters as color of skin and shape 
of hea 

The most common classification of 
races has been into three color groups 
—black, white, and yellow. These 
sometimes are further split into red 
and brown. 

Boyd’s classification, based on in- 
herited factors in the blood, is 

Early European, now represented 
entirely by the Basques of northern 
Spain. 

European, representing the rest of 
the white race. 

African, or Negroid. 

Asiatic, or Mongoloid, including 
most of the yellow race. (It is debat- 
able, the report says, whether the 
majority of the people of India be- 
long to this group, among the whites, 
or in a separate group which cannot 
be classified because of lack of suf- 
ficient data.) 

ABORIGINAL PEOPLES 

American Indian, including all the 
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aboriginal peoples of both North and 
South America. 

Australoid, including all the black 
tribes of Australia and adjacent is- 
lands and probably the Ainu of North- 
ern Japan. 

The American {ndian, it is pointed 
out, undoubtedly was originally a 
Mongolian, but now differs markedly 
in blood characters. These changes, 
sufficient to constitute a distinct race, 
must have been acquired in the last 
few thousand years—since the an- 
cestors of the race came to America 
from Asia. 

Both the Australian abcriginals and 
the Ainu come quite close to the white 
race, with which they must be most 
clesely related. But they show suffi- 
cient blood differences to justify plac- 
ing them in a distinct classification. 


TWENTY-FIVE MILLION MEN 
HAVE SERVED IN U. S. WARS 


WASHINGTON —Some_ 25,030,000 
men have served in the Armed Forces 
of the United States since the start of 
the Revolutionary War, according to 
data compiled by Veterans Adminis- 
trator Carl R. Gray, Jr. 

Of the total, 19,014,000 are alive. 

Gray said there are fifteen surviv- 
ing veterans of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and 580 surviving veterans 
of the Indian wars of the last half of 
the Nineteenth century. He did not 
list surviving Confederate veterans. 

Veterans of the Spanish-American 
war are dying rapidly, Gray said. 
Six months ago there we:e i22,000 
Spanish-American war vetelans, but 
as of July 1 there were onl; 119,000. 

The largest group of veterans is the 
14 million who served in World War II. 

Total battle casualties for all Ameri- 
can wars, Gray said, were 935,300. 

Gray said the Veterans Administra- 
tion is legal guardian of 278,000 minor 
children who belong to 384,800 veter- 
ans’ widows on VA rolls. 

There are 2,308,700 disabled veterans 
on VA rolls. 


TWO DRINKERS WHO HELPED 
WRITE TRAGEDY 
(Submitted by C. E. Overturf, 
Bird City, Kansas) 

At four minutes past ten o’clock on 
the fatal night of April 14, 1865, John 
Wilkes Booth decided he needed a 
drink to nerve him to pull the trigger 
of the murderer’s weapcn. A few min- 
utes later in Peter Taltavul’s barroom, 
Booth finished two glasses of brandy. 
Within another few minutes a third 
was filled. Shortly thereafter he head- 
ed for Ford’s Theater. 

Meanwhile, John F. Parker, the of- 
ficer who had been assigned the duty 
of guarding constantly the doors of 
President Lincoln’s box, sometime dur- 
ing the play, or between acts, slipped 
away and down the street for a swig of 
his favorite brand of liquor. 

A few fatal moments of a body- 
guard’s drink-bred carelessness, plus 
a bullet from the gun of an alcohol- 
nerved assassin, and America was 
robbed of the great emancipator.

Whatever forces behind the scenes in- 
stigated this base plot for Mr. Lin- 
coln’s assassination, this is the story 
of how liquor was one of the means 
used to write this tragic chapter i 
American history.

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HOW TO DEAL WITH ENQUIRERS 

Do not argue, as this is not your 
business. Do not be too familiar with 
people who are speaking to you, as 
they are strangers to you; be Christ- 
like—let them read aloud from your 
Bible and let God’s Word speak to 
their hearts. 

MUSIC AND SINGING 


All songsters must be separated and 
Spirit-filled, with a burning love for 
lost souls going to hell. Only gospel 
hymns should be sung and played. The 
singers must hide behind the message 
and not give the impression they are 
singing for show. 

Be scriptural. Preach the Word. The 
Holy Spirit has promised only to bless 
the Word. 

Be brief. Have something to say, say 
it well, and then stop. 

Be bold. Speak with authority, but 
not your own. You are a herald of the 
King’s message. “Thus saith the 
Lord!” Always preach with the Bible 
in your hands, as that is your au- 
thority. 

Be human. Next in importance after 
Bible study is the study of human 
nature. The open-air preacher must 
tackle the problems of everyday liv- 
ing. If the preachers would spend less 
time in stuffy studies and get out and 
study the book of human nature, they 
would be more _ successful soul- 
winners. 

THE WORKER HIMSELF 

The Worker’s Holiness. Holiness is 
the only attribute which is repeated 
three times in succession in the Bible— 
Holy! Holy! Holy! (Isa. 6:3; Rev. 4:8). 
What you are is more important than 
what you say. A holy gospel must be 
backed up with a holy life. 

THE WORKER’S OBJECTIVE AND 
MESSAGE 

The objective is clearly stated in 
Acts 26:18. The ministry of the gospel 
is a supernatural ministry. We 
must preach the Word in the power 
of the Spirit, backed up with inter- 
cessory prayer.

“Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine; continue in them: for 
in doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and them that hear thee,” 
1 Tim. 4:16. 

I should like to write a few things 
I believe would help our people and 
the ministry as well. I shall list some 
of the things the minister is to do 
and some things he is to refrain from 
doing: 

1. See that he is compelled to 
preach, as Christ was constrained to 
provide a gospel to preach. 

2. See to it that he has the power 
of the Holy Ghost in his life. 

3. Have-a divine call to the min- 
istry. 

4. Walk close to God. 

5. Make the Bible your main Book. 

6. Be careful of leaning on com- 
mentaries too much; consult them, but 
let the Spirit give you inspiration, and 
your preaching will be like manna 
fresh from heaven. 

7. Keep yourself pure in thought, 
action, and word. 

8. Meditate much on the guilt and 
danger of sinners, and you will have 
more zeal to see them saved. 

9. Think deeply upon the great 
love of Jesus for them, and so love 
them that you would be willing to 
die for them. 

10. Give intense thought to ways 
and means of saving them. 

11. Don’t allow anything temporal 
or material to tempt you from the 
high calling with which God has 
charged you. 

12. Believe that Christ will always 
be with you and help you get every- 
thing you need for this great work. 

13. He that winneth souls is wise. 
If you lack wisdom, ask God, who giv- 
eth liberally and will not upbraid for 
past failures; just ask in faith, for we 
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must have wisdom that souls will be 
won to Christ. 

14. Being called of God, use that as 
a constant argument with Him for all 
of your work for Him. 

15. Be diligent in season and out. 

16. Talk much with your people— 
saint and sinner. Find out their views, 
weaknesses, burdens—spiritual and 
material—that you may know their 
needs. 

17. The preacher’s habits should be 
good. 

18. Be temperate in all things so 
as to give your best to God’s cause. 

19. Be not chaffy or light-minded. 
Remember, the Lord sees all of our 
behaviour and judges us accordingly. 

20. Always have a bridled tongue, 
and never take part in idle and un- 
profitable conversations. 

21. Be earnest with your people in 
the pulpit and out, so your daily ac- 
tions won’t nullify your preaching. 

22. Resolve to know nothing among 
your people except their souls’ welfare. 

23. Be a good sermon in your every- 
day life. 

24. Be careful of your conversation 
with the opposite sex so no one can 
raise suspicion of flirtation against 
you. 

25. If naturally somber or melan- 
choly, guard against being unsociable. 

26. Don’t be a sham—be genuine. Be 
simple in your dress. Simplicity and 
sincerity is the proper stamp for God’s 
ministers. Some preachers look like a 
combination between a butterfly and 
peacock. Give much time for prayer. 
No amount of reading can make up 
for the loss of communion with God. 

27. Have faith in the Word to have 
an effect as you preach it, for it is 
quick and powerful. In selecting your 
text, expect the Holy Spirit to give 
you what He wants the people to hear. 

28. Let your sermons be heart 
sermons and not head only. 

29. Go from your prayer closet to 
your pulpit full of your subject. See 
that you do not fear man, only God. 

30. Never allow popularity to influ- 
ence your message. 

31. Never let your salary hold you 
back from preaching the Word. 

32. Never compromise the Word be- 
cause of the belief of someone in the 
audience. 

33. Watch for souls as one that must 
give account to God. 

34. Be a student so you can instruct 
your people in every phase of their 
salvation. 

35. Never flatter the well-to-do.

Another great fault I find among 
God’s people today is the wandering 
or roaming fever. It seems that our 


people are nervous and tense all the 


time. I don’t know what is the matte 
unless these are the last times. In 
nearly every church is a boss, and he 
and his cohorts get together and say, 
“Don’t you think we need a change?” 
They all say, “Yes,” and they get the 
overseer to take a vote, knowing how 
they have maneuvered to get rid of 
the pastor. It seems as if this spirit 
has gotten into some churches until 
it has become a habit with them to 
change pastors about every six 
months. On the other hand, some 
preachers have been stung by the 
roaming bug.

Many youn 
ministers are not willing to suffer with 
a little church; they want a church 
paying the limit, or else they fly the 
coop. Some “fly high and put on the 
dog” even though they have to go in 
debt to the butcher and baker and 
candlestick maker. May God help us 
to save ourselves.

TEXT: “And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance,” Acts 2:4. 


Joel, a prophet of Judah, prophesy- 
ing, possibly during the reign of Joash, 
against the wickedness of the northern 
kingdom, relates to us that before the 
close of the last days “It shall come to 
pass afterward, that I will pour out 
my spirit upon all flesh; anl your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions: and also 
upon the servants and upon the hand- 
maids in those days will I pour out 
my spirit,” Joel 2:28, 29. 

The last days began with the first 
coming of Jesus to earth, and they 
will end with His second coming to 
earth to set up His earthly kingdom in 
Jerusalem. “God, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners spake in time 
past unto the fathers by the prophets, 
hath in these last days spoken unto 
us by his Son, whom he hath ap- 
pointed heir of all things, by whom 
also he made the worlds,” Heb. 1:1, 2. 

God began to pour out the gift of 
the Holy Ghost on the day of Pente- 
cost: “And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place. And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as 
of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance,” Acts 2:1-4. 

These followers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ (about 120) were shamefully 
accused by the people who witnessed 
this great power and presence of God, 
of being intoxicated, but they spoke 
in other tongues, or languages, as the 
Spirit moved upon them. They did not 
speak in their own language; neither 
did they speak in languages that they 
had learned, but they spoke the praises 
of God in the different tongues of the 
different nationalities of people which 
were present at Jerusalem. This was 
the initial outpouring of the mighty 
Holy Ghost promised by God over eight 
hundred years before the day of Pen- 
tecost. Notice how Peter answered 
those hardhearted accusers who were 
amazed and baffled by the power of 
God: “Ye men of Judea, and all ye 
that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known 
unto you, and hearken to my words: 
For these are not drunken, as ye sup- 
pose, seeing it is but the third hour 
of the day (9 a.m.). But this is that 
which was spoken by the prophet Joel; 
And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
and your young men shall see visions, 
and your old men shall dream dreams; 
And on my servants and on my hand- 
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maidens I will pour out in those days 
of my Spirit; and they shall prophesy: 
And I will shew wonders in heaven 
above, and signs in the earth beneath; 
blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke: 
The sun shall be turned into darkness, 
and the moon into blood, before that 
great and notable day of the Lord 
come: And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved,” Acts 2:14-21. 

Yes, God gave His gift of the Holy 
Spirit to those believers on the day 
of Pentecost. Let me say, too, that 
consecrated Christians today are re- 
ceiving God’s gift of the Holy Ghost 
with the evidence of speaking in other 
tongues. Yes, this is that, and regard- 
less of how many or whoever it may 
be today who tells us that tongues 
have ceased, or that the disciples were 
the only ones who received God’s gift, 
God’s eternal words tell us, “I will 
pour out of my Spirit in the last days 
upon all flesh.” Only a heart of un- 
belief will keep you from the blessing. 


This is that of which Joel prophe- 
sied; this is that which the 120 re- 
ceived at Pentecost; This is that which 
Cornelius and his household received, 
as recorded for us in Acts 10:44-46; 
this is that which the followers of God 
received at Ephesus when Paul prayed 
for them, as written for us by Luke in 
Acts 19:6; this is that of which John 
the Baptist spoke in Matt. 3:11; Mark 
1:8; Luke 3:16; John 1:33 (also read 
Acts 1:16); and this is that of which 
Jesus told us in Mark 16:17. 

The gift of the Holy Ghost is for all 
Christian believers. “For the promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and 


to all that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call,” Acts 
2:39. Luke, inspired of the Holy Spirit, 
writes in Acts 5:32 the words of Peter, 
“And we are his witnesses of these 
things; and so.is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that 
obey him.” Jesus says, “Nevertheless 
I tell you the truth; It is expedient 
for you that I go away: for if I go not 
away, the Comforter will not come 
unto you; but if I depart, I will send 
him unto you,” John 16:7. “And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever,” John 14:16.

For 
every one that asketh receiveth; and 
he that seeketh findeth; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. If 
a son shall ask bread of any of you 
that is a father, will he give him a 
stone? or if he ask a fish, will he fora 
fish give him a serpent? Or if he shall 
ask an egg, will he offer him a scor- 
pion? If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your children: 
how much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Ghost to them 
that ask him?” Luke 11:9-13.

all of her troubles. Really, she has 
little time to think of her loneliness, 
because we are continuously on the 
go. Occasionally, we have Monday and 
Saturday nights off, but the other 
days are full. There is a service some- 
where every night and someone has to 
go. We do not have enough qualified 
workers, but the ones we have go on 
bicycles or motorcycles. They love the 
Lord and have such a zeal in their 
hearts that my wife often says, “I 
wish our preachers in America, who 
always think of pretty parsonages, 
could see this.” They could really learn 
something from these people. Brother 
Bright, most of them don’t make 
enough money in one week to buy a 
pair of shoes. On Sundays we have 
three services, and sometimes it is like 
last night. After vreaching in the 
morning and afte,noon, we had to 
drive three hours to get to the eve- 
ning service. We have been here now 
two months, and I have driven over 
2,000 miles. In America that does not 
mean much, but here it does, for 
these roads are hard on cars. Mine 
has 64,000 miles on it, but it still goes 
and I am glad. 

I suppose it is still rather warm in 
Tennessee, but here we already wear 
our winter coats. Daddy still has his 
tent up. The people come and are 
rae g | for the gospel, but they bring 
their blankets along and wrap them 
around their feet. The meeting will 
last two weeks, and we feel that out 
of this_meeting will come a new 
church. 

We can say that the Church of God 
is here in Germany to stay. We have 
several nice buildings which we call 
our own, and we have congregations 
that are “Church of God.” It would 
really do your heart good to see this 
work. The wonderful part about it is 
that we are still moving on. We have 
competition, but that makes us that 
much more determined. We naturally 
should not forget that this wonderful 
work is the result of much hard labor 
by my daddy who has been a real 
pioneer and given his best. Not many 
would do as he has. It has meant 
much sacrifice for him, but the 
crowning day will bring all of that 
to the light. 

I must close, but first, how is the 
family? Give them our regards. Do 
pray for us, because the battle some- 
times is hard, yet we know the victory 
is ours and that gives us courage. May 
God bless you in your work is our 
prayer.

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Evangelical Methodists Meet

My interest in the Evangelical 
Methodist Church is an interest in the 
preservation of the original doctrines 
and evangelistic zeal of original Meth- 
odism. This the Evangelical Methodist 
Church is attempting to do. On Octo- 
ber 3, 1951, the leaders and represen- 
tatives of that church met in Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, in, I believe, their third 
or possibly their fourth annual na- 
tional conference. The growth of this 
baby of genuine Methodism has been 
phenomenal. 

Many groups have gone out of the 
Methodist Church as a protest, as 
well as in an effort to preserve the 
faith and carry on the work of the 
Wesleys and their associates. The 
Salvation Army is one. The Nazarene 
Church is an offshoot of Methodism. 
The Christian Missionary Alliance 
would never have been known had 
the Methodist Church been true to the 
trust. The Free Methodists, the Primi- 
tive Methodists, and various holiness 
groups have withdrawn in order that 
they might better carry on the work 
which the early Methodists so nobly 
began. The Assembly of God, the 
Church of God, and the Church of the 
Four Square Gospel are made up 
largely of people who became Chris- 
tians years ago under the preaching of 
Methodist preachers. They became 
Methodists, but later, when the apos- 
tasy set in, they withdrew and joined 
these smaller but far more aggressive 
groups. 

The Evangelical Methodist Church 
is different in that it did not with- 
draw as a body from the Methodist 
Church. It is a joining-together of va- 
rious independent Methodist Churches 
that had individually followed the 
Bible injunction to “come out from 
among them.” Therefore, the Evan- 
gelical Methodist Church is not a 
“come outer” movement. It is an ef- 
fort to combine for service and the 
preaching of the gospel of salvation 
those individual churches that had 
already declared their independence 
of the Socialistic and Unitarian trend 
in united Methodism, so-called. As 
such, it has a field all its own. It is 
not fighting anybody. It is simply in- 
viting those who desire to be num- 
bered as genuine Methodists, accord- 
ing to the rules, the doctrines and the 
program of the Methodism of Alders- 
gate Street, to associate themselves in 
a great movement for the saving of 
the lost and the bringing of the king- 
dom of God into the hearts of men 
everywhere. 

Already this new church has quite 
a missionary enterprise, stretching 
from Mexico to Italy. Something like 
a hundred churches are banded to- 

ether here in America. More than a 
undred gospel preachers are faith- 
fully proclaiming the gospel, from 
which there must be no turning. When 
the Conference was held in Phoenix 
on October 3, there came together, 
from all over the Nation, determined 
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and consecrated men who have not 
bowed the knee and who are willing 
to pay the price to be disciples of 
Jesus Christ. Dr. J. H. Hamblen, whose 
address is South Third and Palm 
Streets, Abilene, Texas, presided over 
this Conference. He is the founder of 
this movement. 

The ordinary Methodist preacher 
would smile in contempt and point in 
derision at this small Christian move- 
ment. It is infinitesimal when com- 
pared with United Methodism with its 
almost nine million members. How- 
ever, it is far larger and stronger than 
the original Methodist Societies, after 
their first three or four years of exist- 
ence. Moreover, God seems to be bless- 
ing those small Christian groups. that 
dare to go out with a full, sane, sound, 
aggressive gospel in this day of false 
doctrines and blind guides. I have no 
prophecy to make. But I do dare to 
say, if God delights Himself in this 
little army that is now marching 
against the strength in numbers of 
the combined hosts that hold the 
mountains and plains of Canaan, He 
will bring them into that land. 

I received a letter from Dr. Hamblen 
a few days ago. I quote a few lines: 
“The tragedy of this hour is limitless. 


Leadership has failed everywhere. Men 
are blindly turning to social, political, 
economic, and racial solutions as 
though there were hope here for a 
redemptive answer to the world’s 
problems. Seemingly unable to reach 
the individual with the gospel of sal- 
vation from sin, the major denomina- 
tions are undertaking some kind of 
world church movement, looking to- 
ward the bringing of all religious peo- 
ple together in some sort of loose fel- 
lowship, minus, to be sure, the eternal 
verities without which Christianity 
becomes a sounding brass and a tink- 
ling cymbal. Needless to say, there is 
widespread unrest. Genuine Christian 
minorities in all these apostate 
churches are hungry for a genuine 
brotherhood of believers. I fully be- 
lieve that within the next two years 
there will be a million Methodists who 
will be looking for a church home 
where the spiritual fires of original 
Methodism still burn.” 

That Dr. Hamblen has sensed the 
trend of these tragic times is proven 
by the mail upon my. desk. From 
Texas, New Jersey, Georgia, Ohio, the 
Carolinas, Kansas, and many other 
sections come letters’ from loyal 
Methodists who declare that there 
must be a change in the leadership 
and directions of Methodism or else 
they are seeking out other Christian 
movements that still stay by the Word 
of God and the experience that has, 
from the beginning, warmed the 
hearts of true believers—The Method- 
ist Challenge.

lasting gospel to preach to them that

Angels will be used during the mil- 
lennium. In Matt. 25:31 Jesus said,

work, we need never expect everyone to 
agree with us, or even believe what 
we have to tell them, but our duty is 
to tell the story and leave the matter 
with God. When Moses asked for some- 
thing to convince the people that he 
was sent by God, he received the mir- 
acle of the leprous hand and the staff 
turned into a serpent. It has ever 
been God’s plan to convince the people 
by miraculous things. All through the 
wilderness God performed one miracle 
after another to convince the people 
He was still leading. Hard-headed 
mankind must ever be reminded 
through the eye that God is still on 
the throne. When Moses complained 
of his inability to speak plainly, God 
became angry and rebuked him, but 
in the next breath promised to lend 
him the necessary help in the per- 
son of Aaron. God knew Moses needed 
someone to confide in and often lean 
upon, and it seems to have been God’s 
plan to send them out “two and two.” 
But one thing is certain, He will never 
let you go alone, but every child of 
God, whether layman or preacher, 
can and must have the blessed Holy 
Ghost to lead him, comfort him, fill 
him, and thrill him. And anyone who 
tries to go in his own strength alone 
is foolish. Jesus said the Comforter 
would ABIDE with us. 

Third, Moses’ dependence on God. 
From that day until the day of his 
death Moses was found depending en- 
tirely on God for everything. The 
smallest detail was thought to be big 
enough to bring to God the solution. 
Remember, He is interested in the 
little things of our lives. So, we find 
this man asking God for every di- 
rection through the entire forty years 
he led the grumbling, faultfind- 
ing, and discontented people, and 
never for one instant did -he fail to 
obey God, until that fateful day when 
God told him to speak to the rock, and 
in his disgust with a thankless people 
he struck the rock. The secret of suc- 
cess of this great man was his willing- 
ness to take every matter to God and 
wait until he had heard what God 
had to say about the matter. 

There is so much to be done right 
here in our own state. We think of 
the many places that need the gospel 
we preach, and the hungry souls that 
are only waiting for someone to lead 
them in the great experience of the 
new birth, and then on to the great 
a experience of entire sanctification and 
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the baptism of the Holy Ghost. These 
are doctrines of the Bible and doc- 
trines of the Church of God. It was 
founded upon these and all great 
Bible truths. We need God-led Chris- 
tian leadership that the coming gen- 
eration may get firmly established in 
the truth of God as it is laid down in 
the Word. God forbid that we should 
ever try to minimize even one great 
Bible truth. There is no truth in the 
Book of all books that has to be 
“slurred” over that another truth 
might be mounted higher, for God is 
able to back every word of truth to 
the limit. Leaders must lead men out 
of sin into the new birth, into the 
great grace of entire sanctification; 
until this is done no one will ever be 
able to receive the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, for the Temple must be 
clean before the Holy Ghost will enter. 
So, let our prayer be, “O God, help us 
to develop true leadership, starting in 
the cradle and lasting to the grave.”

“After this we went to Short Moun- 
tain, Tenn., and conducted a revival 
in a brush arbor. Several prayed 
through. We had services each morn- 
ing at eleven o’clock and also at night. 
One night it rained, and we went into 
the schoolhouse near by. A man who 
was seventy-five years old was saved, 
sanctified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost that night. The teacher of the 
school was a minister of another de- 
nomination, and neither he nor the 
people around there believed in holi- 
ness. The next day the minister and 
his school came to the morning serv- 
ice. A crowd of men came a little later 
and called him outside, and when he 
came back in he forbade us using the 
schoolhouse any more. In that group 
was a man who had killed several 
people, and he talked mean, and the 
devil tried to make me afraid of him. 
That _— just before I got up to 
preach, two men walked in and sat 
down at the front with two big clubs. 
I asked the Lord to help me, and 
when I got up to preach, the fear all 
left me, and the men got up and 
sneaked out. We had a good service, 
and several prayed through. After the 
revival closed I was told that a mob 
of men had made it up to whip me, 
but the Lord prevented it. 

“In 1932, the state overseer sent me 
to a certain church in Alabama. I 
drove up to a member’s house about 
sundown. I had my bedding on and in 
the car. I introduced myself to the 
brother, who was a deacon. I told him 
the state overseer had sent me to pas- 
tor the church, and he said they 
didn’t want a pastor, that they could 
not support one. He continued, ‘My 
father is here with me, and we can’t 
ey you. There’s another member 
that might keep you.’ We had only 


one child with us. We finally got a 
house, and a few days later the cot- 
ton mill went on a strike. Part of the 
time we had to eat cornbread and 
molasses for breakfast. We surely did 
sacrifice for the Lord that year, but 
He rewarded us for it by giving the 
church an increase in membership. 

“In 1929 and 1930, we moved to 
Georgia to pastor LaFayette and Ber- 
ryton, and the Lord blessed our work. 
From there we went to Johnson City, 
Tenn., then to Cedartown, Ga., where 
I pastored two years. I set churches in 
order at Rockmart, Summerville, and 
Lavonia, Ga., and pastored the La- 
vonia Church. The last church I pas- 
tored was Marietta, Ga. My health 
failed and I retired. In August of 1944, 
Rev. J. D. Bright, who was our good 
state overseer of Tennessee, sent me 
to Ooltewah, Tenn., to set a church in 
order. I set the church in order with 
thirty-one members. I baptized eleven 
in water, and got as happy as ever. 
Bless the Lord! I still have a zeal to 
work for the Lord. I still conduct re- 
a and work for the Lord when 
able. 

“In these few closing words I want 
to tell you again that I have had the 
Holy Ghost forty years this ‘cotton 
picking time,’ and I still feel happy 
in my soul. May the Lord bless every- 
one that reads this. If you are not 
saved, I pray this will get you to 
thinking about the Lord, and you will 
pray through. If you are a Christian, 
I hope this will prove a blessing to 
your heart, and you will be willing to 
sacrifice more for the Lord and the 
Church of God.”
